The rewards of courage, initiative 
and enterprise in business—"typi- 
cally 
American" — were 
etched 


again today on the world's busi- 
ness map. 


It was the success of those in- 


dustries that refused to be down- 
ed by depressed conditions which 
Julius H. Barnes, chairman of the 
National 
Business 
Survey Con- 


ference, singled out in a survey 
which related the failure of gen- 
eral "sanguine expectations" for 
quickened trade by the end of 
the year. 


Many American industries, said 


Barnes, have adapted themselves 
to conditions, balancing success- 
fully production and consumption, 


"Even 
during 
this recession," 


said the business chief, "the ag- 
gregate volume of trade has mani- 
festly been of large proportions 
and there are indications of in- 
dividual industries successful be- 
yond the average, cither because 
of special conditions or because 
of management qualities, courage, 
initiative and enterprise, 
which 


are typically American." 


The 
new report 
covered, for 


most lines, eleven months of the 
year. Retail trade was off seven 
per cent; postal receipts still be- 
low 1929; foreign trade continued 
to decline; 31 per cent less new 
capital was floated than last year; 
short term credit continued abund- 
ant but about 2 per cent cheaper. 


The 
public's 
rejuvenated sav- 


ing propensities were reflected in 
Christmas 
saving funds 
exceed- 


ing $600,000,000 of which 38 per 
cent was calculated to go into 


holiday spending, and new life In- 
surance written at a rate leading 
to a year's total of $18.500,000,000 
—$1,100,000.000 higher 
than 
the 


average of the past five years. 
Savings deposits of all kinds were 
higher and 
life 
insurance com- 


panies 
held . almost 
six 
billions 


of mortgage loans. 


While collections were holding 


up well, installment buying was 
being curtailed and a higher rate 
of delinquencies appeared in agri- 
cultural sections. This was term- 
ed "not disturbing." 


Construction 
industries 
were 
way off, a more than half billion 
drop 
in 
private 
construction 


swamping the $200,000.000 increase 
of public works and 
utility ex- 


pansion. 
Sympathetically, cement 


production dropped 20 per cent, 
'shipments were 50 per cent be- 
low last year and plumbing and 
heating supplies registered a pro- 
duction decline of 30 to 60 per- 
lent. 


Reduced car loadings were cou- 


pled with substantially increased 
railroad capital expenditures. Elec- 
tric consumption was pulled down 
by the industrial decline, though 
domestic and commercial use in- 
creased. Gasoline refineries ran 
at two-thirds capacity; coal was 
off; 
pig iron was 30 per cent 


lower; steel mills operated two- 
thirds capacity and 
automobile 


production went down 23 per cent 
with foreign sales off

With him was Mrs. Overman, 


who had shared his life since 1878,

into stock speculation each 
year, but the recent failure

brokerage 
houses

lambs. 


All evils have their com- 


pensating virtues, even Wall 
Street. The stock exchange 
is an institution organized 
to assist in the marketing of 
securities, without w h i c h 
new industries would be un- 
able to 
obtain 
necessary 


capital. It is highly import- 
ant that no impediment be 
put in the way of long-term 
security financing. 


For 80 years the stock 


market in Wall Street has 
performed a vital service in 
the 
development 
of 
the 


United 
States. 
Following 


the Civil war the nation em- 
barked upon a program of 
industrialization 
that 
has 


reached its pinnacle in the 
great corporations of today. 
During those years industry 
has been crying for more 
capital and has been look- 
ing to Wall Street to supply 
it. 


Wall Street is not a fi- 


nancial 
octopus, fattening 


upon the unfortunate invest- 
ments of Iho unwary. 
It is 


the nation's market, place to 
which it has j..,one for much 
of prosperity and growth in 
the past. 


Compared to the 
peak 


production of last year, the 
business of the automobile 
industry this year takes on 
a decidedly sallow complex- 
ion, but that would be an 
unfair and deceptive com- 
parison, leading to conclu- 
sions that are not supported 
by the facts. 


The 1930 production of 


automobiles and trucks in 
the United States and Can- 
ada will total approximate-

Albert Einstein advocates a war 
of militant pacifism 
to end all 
war. 


Speaking before the New His- 


torical Society last night, he said: 


"In our political situation it is 


the duty of man to commit crime 
in the name of his state or his 
country. 
It seems to me that It 


is more his duty to free mankind 
from this sort of thing. 


'"There are two ways in which 
this can be done. The first, which 
has already 
been practiced 
in 


many countries, is to refuse mili- 
tary duty in time of war. If only 
2 per cent of the men liable fof 
war service were to refuse, there 
would not he. enough jails In the 
world to take care of them." 


The second method, he says, lies 


in the formation of a ''war resist- 
ance fund" with pacifists from all 
'nations contributing-. 
The money 


would be used to defend imprison- 
ed objectors and to strengthen tho 
feeling against armed conflict the 
world over. 


"A real initiative in one or both 


directions," he concluded, "would 
bring results. 
But you must show 


courage and you must show pa- 
tience, otherwise you will remain 
just pacifists."
